THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Im portant Changes to be Made at the Rich- 
mond Convention. 

PITTSBURG, September 7.—Is is understood 
that at the national convention ofthe Knights 
of Labor, at Richmond next month, changes 
in the present laws will be made that will 
amount, practically, to a complete reorgani- 
zation of the order. The district plan has not 
proven so successful as was expected, for the 
reason that in many places districts have 
been formed within districts, and in conse- 

uence local strength has been 
ivifed. The great number of district 
assemiblies also makes it impossible 
for the general officers, even .with the assi3- 
tance given the executive board at the Cleve- 
land meeting, to keepup with the business. 
The result is that important matters frequently 
cannot be investigated ptly enough to 
prevent dissatisfaction. To remedy this it is 
roposed to model the gevernment of the 
Tnited States—that is to have state organiza- 


tions anda supreme or national assembly. | 


The state eomblys under the new plan will 
have control of the territory under their juris- 
diction, but the acts of their officers will be 
subject to reversal by the general master 
workman, Thus Mr. Powderiy will retain 
supreme control, while gaining relief from the 
reutine work that now falis from his shoulders, 
The plan has been thoroughly canvassed since 
the sdjournment of the Cleveland convention 
aud there is little doubt that it will be adopted. 


THE AUGUSTA STRIKE. 


A Rumor That New Hands 
Imported. | 

AucusTA, Ga., September 8.—A rumor 
reaches us at two o’clock this morning that 
twenty hands have been engaged to take the 
place of the striking pickers in the Augusta 
factory, and that the mill will start up with a 
full force this morning.

W. W. Harring- 
ton delivered an address of welcome and a 
number of delegates made réports from their 
sections of the state. The president’s address 
embodied points stated in last night’s dispatch, 
being especially severe on the convict lease 
system, which he denounced as Tennessee’s 
gieatest curse. He advocated a law to prevent 
the importation of convict goods from other 
states, and putting a top law to the script sys- 
tem. The afternoon was devoted to a secret 
session. Fairfield lodge Kuights of Labor 
banqueted the delegates last night. The union 
meets again tomorrow.

FINING NATIONAL BANKS. 


Comptroller Trenholm Wants the Law Com- 
plied With, 


the order made today by Comptroller of Cur- 
rency Trenholm, it is probable that a consid- 
erable number of national banks will find 
themselves in trouble and be mulctedin heavy 
fines. It seems that there has been an entire 
failare of late years to enforce the law requir- 
ing national banks to submit reports of their 
condition to the treasury. As a consequence, 
Comptroller Trenholm says that banks ia dif- 
ferent ga of the country have grown care- 
less and indifferent in making their reports. 
A close scrutiny hat been made and those 
banks that have been most persistent and 
flagrant in violating the law have been selected 
and will be fined, so as to establish a better 
order of things. 

The law allows the banks five days after the 
receipt of the call in which to render reports 
and afier the expiration of that grace, the 
comptroller is required to fine delinquents at 
the rate of one hundred dollars for every-day’s 
delay. The tardiness ofthe banks in making 
reports has delayed the work of the comptrol- 
ler’s office and rendered necessary the order 
made today. As an instance ofthe slight re- 
gard entertained for the law by some banks, 
the comptroller cites the case of a cashier who 
acknowledges the receipt of a call for the re- 
port, but replied that his assistant was a sec- 
retary of an agricultural fair then in progress 
and he was too busy to attend to the request.

THE CONDITIONS OF BULGARIA'S 
PROPOSALS. 


‘The Prince Visits the Campsand Bids Farewell to 
the Officers—Ruestan 


Soria, September 7.—The Russian consul 
here has informed Prince Alexander that the 
czar accepts the proposals made by the Bual- 
garian notables as conditions ot the prince’s 
abdication, and that the czar will recognize 
the regency, the union of Bulgaria and Rou- 
melia,and the independence of the country, 
and will appoint a Russian military plenipo- 
tentiary resident of Sofia. Prince Alexander 
today visited the camps and bade farewell to 
his officers to whom he delivered an address, 

Prince Alexander has twice met officers of 
his army, who called to persuade him to remain 
on the Bulgarian throne. On each occasion 
he besought them to refrain from opposing hig 
departure. The officers expressed deep sor- 
row, but promised to follow the prince’s wish. 
Prince Alexander will leave Sofia September 
13th. 

M. M. Stam buloff, Kraevoloff and Mutkur- 
off, censtitute the regency. The council of 
the Stembuk ff cabinet has resigned and a 
new ministry been formed fol- 
lows: Premier and minister of intcrior, M. 
Radoslavoff; minister of foreign affairs. M, 
Nacevies; minister of fiinance, M. Gueshoff; 
minister of justice, M. Sterloff; minister of 
ec ucation, M. Ivanchoff: minister of war, M. 
Nicolaieff. The metropolitan of Varna has 
teen dismissed for showing sympathy with 
the revolutionists and for his activity in be- 
half of the revolutionary cabinet, 

Prince Alexander has started for the fron- 
tier. Russia agrees to all the principal points 
of the demands of notables and further de- 
clares; her intention of notifying the great 
powers ofthese en ments. The Bulgarian 
government has addressed ademand to the 
powers signatory *# the Berlin treaty to 
guarantes Rassia’s p*Smises, 

St, PETERSBURG, September 7.—The Novoe 
Vremya advocates the formation of a Bulga- 
rian regency which shall enjoy the confidence 
of Russia and inherit Prince Alexander’s 
rights to govern eastern Roumelia. The same 
paper discusses the union of Bulgaria and Rus- 
sia, descants upon the advisability of tempo- 
rary Russian military occupation, and refers 
to the policy of Russia affording material and 
moral support to the new Bulgarian govern: 
ment without interfering in the internal affairs 
of the country, so as to harmonize Bulgaria’s 
foreign policy with Russian Pan Slavist inter- 


ts. 

‘Bulgaria’: vassalage to Turkey,” adds the 
Novce Vremya, “would affordjconvenient con- 
ditions to realize the above combinations, if 
Russia bought, or obtained by other means, 
Turkey’s suzeraincy right in Bulgaria,” 

The St. Petersburg Gazette (German) says: 
“The most equitable solution of the Bulgarian 
problem would be for Russia to occupy in Bal- 
garia a position similar to that occupied by 
Austria in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the powers 
consenting, as in Austria’s case.” 

VIENNA, September 7.—The Femdenblatt 
eays: 

Prince Alexander’s abdication was an act of 
true selt-sacrifice for the Bul an poo. It was 
a noble act to avert dangers from the country. We 
bore that the question of succession will be peace- 
fuisy ald iegaisy tettled.

BERLIN, September 7.—The North German 
Gazette disputes the assertions of the British 
press that Austriam and Russian interests im 
the Balkans are conflicting: 

They can easily be reconciled if they are con 
flicting, and to reconcile them is Germany's aim. 
Prince Bismarck can unhesitatingly express the 
conviction} that Bulgaria is of no importance to 
Germany. As Prince Bismarck plays his cards sur 
la table with the friendly imperial powers, it is 
erroneous to suppose that any estrangement 
will arise between three empires when the ques- 
tion ot succession to Prince Alexander is up for 
discussion, inasmuch asunder Alexander’s re 
no epmity existed between Russia and Austria, 
although Alexander in a secondary sense ruled 
under Russian inpfinence, the German nation 
sbares in the conviction of its government that 
events in Bulgaria do not affect the national in- 
terest of Germany and that the German policy fol- 
lowsthe right path. there need be no fear of 
Prince Bismarck sitting between stools. On the 
contrary, he has chosen a sure foundation, and 
has three stools for his policy.” 

ViENNA, September 7.—The Press urges the 
government to pursue a sound, vigorous policy 
of compensation and to avoid the suicidal 
policy of pulling either Bulgarian or English 
chestnuts out of the Russian tire. The Neue 
Freie Presse says: 

Austria does not need to feel any anxiety, as she 
is not compelled to approve of every Russian act. 
Peace obtained by Euro ielding almost always 
to Russian demands would be a Sa pers. 
and such a policy of yielding to Russia in her 
smaller demands would only encour her to 
begin to struggle for the greater objects she has in 
view. 

RustcuvuKk, September 7.—The czar’s reply 
to Prince Alexander’s letter of August 30 was 
not made public here until yesterday. It 
raised a etorm of consternation and indigna- 
tion.

I met him and his gang the 
very day Brown fled, and understeel from 
theirtalk thatthey were after him, It'seems 
they got a hint of his having left home and 
laid for him along a path which he was expeci- 
ed tofollow. Ho was thus captured. In the 
struggle he killed one ofthe men, and in re- 
turn they roasted him alive at the stake. I 
was six months before the facts were known 
to Mrs. Brown.

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The Augusta Chronicle announces the death | 
of Quintilian Skrine, at his sammer home near | 


Bath, in Richmond. At the time of his death 
he was in his seventy-eighth year. Mr. 
Skrine was born in Washington county, Geor- 
gia. Hewas theson of an eminent physi- 
cian, who moved to thatcountyin the first 
part ofthis century from Charleston. His 
father was & man of letters and of great 
prominence in his profession, and of consid- 
erable wealth in thosedays. Quintilian Skrine 
was a classmate of Robert Toombs and Alex- 
ander H. Stephensand graduated with high 
honors. By all who knew him he was con- 
sidered the best scholar of his class, especially 
in mathimatics, Mr. Toombs said 
that Mr, Skrine had as fine an 
analytical mind as he had ever 
secri. After leaving college he commenced the 
practice of law in Sandersville, Ga., and was 
copsidered in a short time one of the most 
erudite young lawyers in Georgia, and dida 
fine practice in that circuit. He then entered 
politics, and considered Mr. Calhoun the great- 
est statesman and certainly the greatest 
logician of the nineteenth century. He was an 
intense admirer of Mr. Calhoun, and followed 
him in his politics, being an extreme nullifier, 
which was unpopular in Georgia at the time. 
Mr. Skrine became disgusted with politics, left 
the bar, retired to private life, purchased a 
plantation in Burke county, Georgia, where he 
removed his negroes and became a recinse and 
book-worm, He amassed 
magnificent librery of ## mathematical 
scientific and literary works: and 
up to the day of his death was perfectly fa- 
miliar with the classics, reading Greek, Latin 
ard French with as much ease as English. 
Prior to the late war he spent his wiuters in 
Buike county en his plantation, and his sum- 
mers at Bath, and made botany and mineralo- 
gy his constant study. He co'lected a very 
valuable mineral and conchological esbinet, 
and since 1865 he purchated a very valuable 
microscope in London for the pur of par- 
suing his botanical and other okie.

HOW IT HAS SUFFERED FROM

BeLrast, August 12.--Riot has become 
«bronic in this thriving community, and a> 
Cay passes without its encounter between the 
upruly and the police, no night without its 
rumors of murder. Of other crimes there is 
little, thus incidentally proving that the Bel- 
fast ProteStants are true Irishmen, not #ith- 
standing their repugnance to any one who te 
tarred with the Papal atick, The riot- 
ing is yolitical in its origin, although ruffians, 
of ccurse, take advantage of ay 
chance to plander the dramshops. The bell 
whith the city carries en chef in its shield 
has at length obtained a meaning; it is the 
tocsin that calls together fanatics in order to 
convert their fellows by breaking their heais, 
an old method of reading their hearts which 
bas not been uniformly successful in the past. 
The Catholic lower orders are by no means 
unwilling for the fray, but they disperse at 
once when the police appear, and seem to be 
more open to persuasion than the opposite fic- 
ton on the part of their spiritual and civicad. 
visers. The bell in the coat of arms of Balfast 
is one of those balls found so 
etten in the armsof families and called cant- 
i'g heraldry, for the first syliable 
of the pame of Bbelfasthas uo such meaning, 
but refers tothe mouth of the River Lagan, 
where there is a bar which was used as a ford, 
and the second syllable is a contraction of an- 
otber liish word defining more particularly 
what kind of ford it was. Weare here at the 
hr acauarters of all that unreasonable, and one 
hay truly say wicked, contempt for the na: 
tional aspirations of Ireland and its old 
tonpve und legence which has done more 
then anything ebe tu cosfuse Eoglish and 
furcizu estimates of the country and ita 
people 
Tcurists and busines: men avoid the city as 

if it had the plague; the largest hotel! is quite 
emyty, anc tne same is true of the other hos- 
telhies. The boa's to Glaszow, however, are 
coing atbrivipg business; one has to engage 
siate:coms and bunks in advance, for every 

bedy who bas the means aud an excuse is 
hurrying away from a town whose officers 
can not or will not control the mob. So far 
the better portions of the city have been ua- 
touched, but the longer there is Celay in re- 
turning to the ordiva: y condition of affairs the 
more likelihced thereis that the criminal 
class will take matters in their owa hands. 
Belfastis'pot so large that firing on the scale 
of last Saturday and Sunday could not be heard 
in the chief streets, while the continual patroll- 
ing of dragoons and the march to and fro of 
infiantiy keep the excitement up. No wonder 
people find it absolutely necessary to their 
education to run over to Edinburgh, a night’s 
journey, and see the exposition! And, 
speaking of Scotland, it is curious to 
note how similar the mob of Edinburgh, as 
described by Sir Walter Scott in “The Heart 
of Mid Lothian,’’ was to this mob, so far as the 
resentment for the perfectly proper action of 
the constabulary is conce:sned. There is a 
Scotch porteous here, too; but, instead of 
being chief of police like the Scotchman who 
was gibbeted for doing his duty, he is 
a clergyman of the Kane variety, who writes 
letters to the Scottish press denouncing 
the Catholic mob and passing 
over in silence the provocations and as- 
saults made by his co-religionists. It is hard 
to characterize properly the aciion of these 
misguided men, for on theone hand it is 
puerile in its purposelessness and folly, on the 
other it is scandalous and criminal. The les- 
son isthe ancient one regarding the treat- 
ment of mobs; had twenty of the leading riot- 
ers been shot down when they first assaulted 
the police the rioting would have ceased. 

Belfast has a museum in which one may see 

not a few relics of the Celtic past, in the way 
of cold ehurch bells, troughs, querns, wooden 
firkins of strange shape in which the butter 
remains, but is now turned to a mineral sub- 
stance, as well as other objects found beneath 

peat and mossin the bogs of Down and Ty- 
rone. Old hejmets, stirrups, armor, and har- 
ness Ornaments belonging to the recent cen- 
turies, and bronZe spear heads, mantle buttons 
of gold, and canoes from the remoter 
ages are to be seen here in some- 
w hat promiscuous order, along with curiosities 
fiom all parts of the globe. In the early part 
of the century,the national fecling was strong 
enough to organize in Belfast a Harp society, 
whose aim was to revive the fashion of the old 
Irish barp and keep from utter oblivion the 
curious and beautiful Irish music of the past. 
Unwisely enough the society attempted to be 
philanthropic at the same time. It took blind 
boysin band and gave them harps and in- 
struction, then turned them loose in an age 
when only che best of musical performances 
were well paid, instead of searching for boys 
whose talente were naturally bent towards 
music, without regard to blindness or other 
defect. The consequence was that the well- 
to-co-classes, who might have supported fine 
performers, treated the pupils of the Harp 
society with ridicule or neglect. John Eagan, 
of Dublin, made harps in this century for the 
demand which was thus created for a short 
term of years; most of the smaller 
harps of Irish manufacture not in the mu- 
seums as examples of ancient harpistry are 
his. They are nowextremely rare, but when 
found are admirable for shape and sound. 
Most of these are plain in exterior, but some 
are beautifully painted, the shamrock gener- 
ally predominating in the decorations. Of an- 
cient harps there are several at Belfast, but 
none equals in antiquity that in Trinity col- 
lege, Dublin, with which the mame of Brian 
Boroo is popularly connected, nor, in beauty of 
Carvirg, that broken harp in the Dawson 
street museum, of the same city, which is in- 

scribed “Ego sum Regina Citharum’’—I am 
the Queen of Harps. The old poets regarded 


their harps as living beings, had 
names for them, composed poems 
to them, and came as neir 


worshipping themasthe fear ofa charge of 
idolatry permitted, In 1640 Pierce Ferriter 
wrote an Irish poem on a harp given to him by 
a friend which reflects the antique Keltac spir- 
it of the harpers. He calls his harp 

‘The key of music and its gate, 

The wealth, the abode of poetry; 

The skillfui, neat Irishwoman, 

The richly testive moaner. 


Children in dire sickness, men in deep wounds, 
Sleep at the sound of its crimson board: 

The merry witch has chased all sorrow, 

The festive home of music and delight.’’ 

Belfast is by no means an old town, as Irish 
towns go, since, asaplace of any size, it can 
badly claim 100 more years of life than New 
York. If it continues to grow with the speed 
shown in this ceptary, it will soon surpass 
Dublin in population. The commonplace of 
its broad streets and costly buildings does not 
extend to the surrounding country, which has 
many views of great natural beauty and not a 
few points of interest. Carrickfergus castle, 


founded by the Norman adventurer de 


Courcy, is famous for its many sieges. Com - 
modore Thurot landed in 1560 and held it until 
a British pyenene made him hurry away to 
eventual defeat near the Isleof Man. Paul 
Jones eaptured the British sloop.of-war Drake 
under the guns of the fort in 1778, and did 
not mind inthe least being called a pirate in 
consequence. Indeed, local history calls him 
a pisate still. On another side Cave 
Hill and Divis mountain manaze to look ver 

impressive, notwithstanding that neither is 
1,500 feet high, owing to the abruptness of 
theirslopes, Belfast Lough offers the usual 
attractions of ashore on which vyessels are 
being built, and a bay capable of floating the 
heaviest ships; whicheyer way you go, by 
horse car or wagon, there are sigas 
of thrift and comfort not usually 
to be met in Ireland, Among things of 
which Belfast is proud ig that of having

The Bulgarian Episode. 

The Bulgarian affair, as far as it has 

gone, forms one of the queerest episodes 
imaginable. In the first place two or three 
men make their way to Prince Alexander’s 
bed-chamber and hustle him out without 
giving him an opportunity to buckle his sus- 
penders. The prince is very tame—a white 
rat with pink eyes is not tamer—and he 
permitted himself to be walked promptly 
out of the country. 
. Once on a foreign shore his spirits rose. 
He marched boldly into Germany, embraced 
the Emperor William, and announced that he 
was still a Battenberg. By the time those 
ceremonies were over, the prince heard that 
the entire Bulgarian population, with the 
exception of half a dozen Russian fakirs, 
were in favor of his return to the Bulgarian 
throne, which is a tremendous architectural 
affair about the size of a hen’s nest. 

The bold prince started back to the throne, 
and was met on the way by numerous dele- 
gations and addresses of welcome. By the 
time he had begun to fee) at home, he con- 
cluded that some notice must be taken of 
the czar of Russia; whereupon he sat down 
in the shade somewhere and composed the 
most humiliating dispatch that cowardice 
conld conceive of. 

He posted this abject message to the czar, 
and his imperial highness promptly gave 
him a slap in the face. It is said that this 
dispatch was dictated by the Emperor 
William. If so the emperor is either far 
along in his dotage, or he has a wholesome 
dread of Russia. 

There is no doubt that this episode has 
eaused a great deal of misery amohg the 
various European powers. Great Britain’s 
feelings are said to be hurt to some extent, 
bnt there is a hope expressed by some of 
her noble lords and statesmen that, if 
Kiussia is moving on Constantinople, the 
raid on India, by way of Herat, will be 
postponed for a few years. 

As for Bismarck, that great man nurses 
his rheumatic pains in comparative silence. 
He saws wood and says nothing; but this 
performance is not nearly so impressive as 
it would have been a dozen yearsago. He 
has advised Alexander to abdicate, a fact 
which shows that he doesn’t want to be 
implicated in a riot over the one-horse 
Battenberg family. 

Meanwhile Kussia is preparing to take 
sidlvantage of a situation that is wholly in 
her favor; and if the result shall be the ex- 
pulson of the Turk from Earope, the civil- 
ized world (outside of Dilke’s Great Britain) 
will cry ‘‘amen!’’ 


The Danger to Republicanism. 

There is a widespread disposition among 
the republican leaders to make an effort to 
reclaim the prohibition deserters from their 
party by committing republicanism to an 
anti-saloon movement. Throughout the 
north and west prohibition has hurt the re- 
publicans. The third party has gone for- 
ward steadily polling more votes at each 
election, and unless it can be checked it will 
show increased strength in 1888, 

It will be noted that the new republican 
dodge is called an apti-saloon movement, 
This may mean one thing in one locality, 
and quite a different thing in another. 

The scheme is a big one, but it will fail. 
The anti-liqacr men travel different roads 
They have never acted together for any 
lepgth of time. The straight-out national 
probibitionist regards the local optionist as 
@ milk and-water man, and both look upon 
the advocate of high licease as the ally of 
the rum-teller. Now, it is very evident that 
the national republican party will not go to 
the extreme of 


Here is 
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it takes the form of general laws. The gev- 
uine prohibitionist who regards the drink- 
ing of a tablespoonful of liquor as asin, 
will not listen to any proposition that does 
rot strike down every branch of the liquor 
trafic. 

The temperance men cannot unite their 
own factions, and it is ‘sopeless for the re- 
publicans to undertake the task. The most 
practicable plan that could be suggested for 
the restriction of the liquor traffic would be 
bitterly opposed by the visionaries 
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who have 
undertaken to make people moral by an act 
of the legislature. The anti-saloon move- 
ment, therefore, will get the republicans 
into a hopeless tangle. The party is irre- 
sistibly driver in that direction, but the 
cates hopeless. Prohibition is rapidly dis. 
rupting the republican organization, and 
there isno way of guarding against: its 
deadly work. 


Cases Unprovided For. 

The people of Charleston, directly after 
their great shock, were in no conditioh to 
devise ways.and means for their relief. Two 
suggestions were made that were impracti- 
cable. One was that the federal government 
should lend the city several million dollars, 
and the other was that the state shonld lend 
it. 

Troublesome constitutional obstacles stand 
ia the way of these two plans. The federal 
government could give the money outright, 
butit could not be done until the winter ses- 
sion of congress, and in the meantime the 
earthquake sufferers would see their houses 
going to utter ruin. 

In organizing our state and federal govern- 
ments we have made no provision fora tre- 
mendous visitation of providence. One of 
these days a cyclone, pestilence, famine or 
an earthquake may reduce millions of our 
people to a condition of starvation. The 
calamity may be ao great that private chari- 
ty will be paralyzed and utterly unfitted to 
cope with the difficulties of the situation. 
In such exceptional instances it would seem 
that the heads of the state and federal gov- 
ernment should be authorized to act as 
promptly and with as large powers asin the 
case of the invasion of their territory by a 
foreign enemy. 

Private charity in this big hearted country 
will accomplish wonders, but it is unfair to 
make it bear too heavy aburden. There are 
times when the sufferings and losses of the 
people demand adequate relief from the na- 
tion acting through its government. 


The Boom Is General. 

Advices from our commercial centres, 
north, south, east and west, show that _busi- 
ness is booming everywhere. 

Y esterday we called attention to the fact 
that the tonnage of Atlanta’s outgoing 
freight had incregsed during the past three 
months from twenty to one hundred per 
cent, on the various railway lines leading 
out of the city, compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

This local exhibit was peculiarly gratify- 
ing, but our confidence in the future is 
heightened when wesurvey the general situ- 
ation. One by one the prophets of evil in 
our business communities have been si- 
lenced. Every obstacle to the prosperity of 
the country has disappeared. There has 
been no war to disturb our commerce and 
no failure of crops. The labor troubles have 
quieted down. New industries have been 
established and all lines of traffic have felt a 
steadyimpetus. Aboutayearago we were 
told that we were threatened with financial 
disaster because the New York associated 
bankers carried a surplus reserve of over 
$60,000,000. The healthy commercial needs 
of the times have caused this vast surplus to 
be judiciously fed to various business vea- 
tures and enterprises until it has been re- 
duced to only $6,000,000. The anti-silver 
alarmists have been tompletely answered by 
the tremendous influx of gold from Europe. 
The increase in the business of the railroads 
is in iteelf sufficient proof ofa general boom 
Sixteen roads gained in the last week of Au- 
gust, nearly $600,000, and only one in six- 
teen showsa decrease. 

To sum up: Business is active in all direc- 
tions, and all the railroads are pressed to 
handle the traffic. The outlook for invest- 
ments is better than ithas been in years. 
Last week was the bigest in railroad circles 
this year, and the prospect is still better. 
There is nothing local, nothing spasmodic, 
nothing speculative about this boom. It is 
felt alike by the cotton pickerin the black 
belt and the millionaire in Wall street. In 
other words, we are entering upon an era of 
good times, one of the brightest and best in 
the history of the country’s progress.

It was Tippu Tib who helped Stanley start down 
the Congo from Nyanewe, the point where both 
Livingstone avd Cameron were defeated in their 
efforts to follow the river further. For some weeks 
Stanley’s little party was augmented by over 200 of 
Tippu Tib’s men. Twenty very dark beauties from 
the great trader’s harem accompanied him on this 
his first trip down the Congo, where he is now in 
absolute control ofthe river and adjoining territo- 
ries for about 350 miles below Nyangwe. It was his 
slave pen near Stanle falls, in which 2,500 
wretched captives were found two yearsago when 
the agents of the International association reached 
that point. 

Formany miles below these falls Stanley was 
chased by large fieetsof canoes, and his party 
suffered severely fromthe lances and arrows of 
the most ferocious savages whom he met on the 
Congo. These natives are among the most psacea- 
ble on the Congo now, and one good reason is that 
they have no weapons tofight with. They have 
allbeen disarmed by Tippu Tib for a distance of 
about eighty miles along the river for daring to 
attack some of his men. Dr. Lenz, tie explorer, 
wrote from Stanley fallsin March last, that be- 
tween the falls and the Aruwini river the natives 
wese incapable of making any resistance. “One 
can rarely find among them,” he writes, ‘‘a lance 
orany other weapon except small knives.’’ Dr,

The Dismantled Home of Napoleon, Where 
Josephine Lived and Died. 
Edward King in Boston Journal. " 

I went, the other day, to Malmaison, the old 
home of Napoleon and J ine, and the quiet 
old-fashioned mansion in which Josephine died. I 
had not been there since 1967, at which time the 
Imperial government had organized a complete 
Napoleonic museum in theold place. The library, 
where Napoleon had worked out his campaigos, 
the bondoirs, the salons, were all fitted up with 
the furniture which had done duty in the early 
days of the first empire, and one could almost 
imagine, while strolling from room W 
room, that the Little Corporal would 
suddenly appear and in curt tones inquire to 
what the intrusion was due. The smail.bedroom ia 
which Napoleon slept on an ordinary camp bed- 
stead was filled with his old clothes and cocked 
hats; and his favorite books were thrown down as 
if they had just quitted the impatient

hand, which they sometimes did in a great hurry, 


as N mn would a book even out.of a 
traveling carriage if he happened to find

I wenut into the little roomin which Josephine 
breathed her last. It was as desolate and forlorn 
as that of seme old colonial mansion on the east- 
ern coast of America. Life and thought had gone 
awsy. It seemed impossible to believe that in the 
suite of rooms ee were once assembled the 
most brilliant collection of French poets that had 
been known in the last two centuries. Josephine 
had a fine frenzy for calling about the court or the 
fature dictator the literary men of France; and so 
went to her little country teat men like Bernardin 
de St. Pierre, Ducis, who tortured Shakspeare on his 
procrusteon bed; the elder Legouvey. Joseph Che- 
nfer, Talma, Picard, Luyeland Girodet. In the wake 
of these poets, all of whom weie men of fine man- 
pers and certain distinction in literature, always 
followed a number of pretty women. There were 
Hortense de Beauharnais, who was then a daz- 
zling Creature of eighteen, the Countess Fanny, 
her tister. and a host of ladies of rank and fortun> 
who, in the intervals ofthe clashibg of swords and 
the noise of polities, helped to honor the muses. 
In these now desolate rooms Arnauit declaimed 
his fables, Bouilly read his dramas, and Legouvey 
recited his poems when Bonaparte was pounding 
up and down Egypt and haranguing his soldiers 
as to the spectral host which contemplated them 
from the tops of the pyramids. Josephine was 
worsing with feminine zeal and acts to rally 
about it those spirits which stil! hesitated.

11t was so anxious to get it, and in it to perpetuate 
the memory of the man whom he was pleased 
to call his immediate relative, that he paid 
in 1861, 1,500,000 franes for it. It is believed

They will 
come here in the near future in overwhelm- 
ing numbers.

We have bought peepenty which cost us $11,000 
and have doubled the capacity of our stables, 
I consider the outlook fortrade in stosk ¢ he 
best Atlanta has ever known,” 

“Have you any figures to back what you 
say?’ inquired the reporter. 

“Yes, 1 have. Ihavesome I preparei for 
the chamber of commerce. From May, 1835, 
to May, 1586, one road—the Western and At 
lantic—bronght to Atlanta 13,398 horses and 
mules, 5,232 cattle,10,680 hogs and 4,200 sheep. 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Goorgia 
brcught

a3 many as I have enumerated. Texas stock 
and cattle were brought here by the Atilaata 
and West Point and the Georgia Pacific ia large 
numbers. I have not yet obtained the exact 
figures. I am satisfied that the season about 
to begin will show a large increase over the 
figures I have mentioned.” 

“When dces the season begin?” 

“It begine, properly, in November, but there 
is already considerable activity in the trade.” 

‘Is there any demand for fixe stock?” 

“Yes, thereis. We have recently sold two 
car loads of fine horses, all at good prices. 
These sales were all madein the city. Atlanta 
pec ple are fast becoming equal to Kentuckians 
in their love of fine stock.’’ 

AT OTHER STABLES 
similar information was obtained. Mr. Lee S. 
Dunn, 27 and 29 Ivy street, said tha: the out- 
loek was very favorable. 

“T havea fine lot of horsesin my stable,” 
he continued, “ranging in pricefrom three 
hundred and fifty to four hundred dollars. I 
find ready sale for them in Atlanta. The mule 
trade bids fair to be the largest ever known in 
Atlanta. I have enlarged my stableto meet 
emerg< ncies,”’ 

At Mr. W. 0. Jones’s,on Loyd street. the 
reporter found that repairs and additions had 
been made tothe already immense stables. 
Mr. Jones said that the demand for fine stock 
in — was rapidly growing. Continuing, 
he said: 

“ATEANTA IS THE LARGEST MARKET 
for mules south of Ss, Louis. The trade has 
heretofore averged from one anda half mil- 
lions to.two million of dollars.

This crested a vague 
suspicion in the gentleman’s mind, and tarn- 
ing to the boys, he remarked: 

‘I don’t see any fire.” 

“‘Can’t help that,” answered one of the boys. 
“There isa fire over there, and if you don’t 
tarn in that alarm we will report you and 
have you arrested.”’ 

“Wait a bit,” said the gentleman, and turn- 
ing around, he hurriedly re-entered his house 
and quickly dressed. Then returning to the 
door, he ordered the boys to show him the fire. 
The boys started off and led the way across 
Marietta street and down Simpson to the rail- 
road, when they suddenly darted away, leav- 
ing him inthe dark alone.

FINED $500 AND COST. | 
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THREB CASES FOR VIOLATING THE 
PROMIBITION LAW.

The Atlanta City Brewing Company Tried and Fined 
$500 and Cost—The Onse Against M. J. Mabra 
for Selling at the Kimball Heard—The 
Result—-Grimin Bound Over, 
Ce eeenel 

Fifteen hundred dollars were added to ‘th 
city treasury during the session of police 
court yesterday morning. 

The money comes from fines imposed for 
violations of the prohibition law. 

Soon after court convened the cases against 
Miles J. Mabra, the Atlanta City Brewing 
company, and J. L, Griffin, the family grocer 
at 23 Mitchell street, were called. Mr. Hoke 
Smith and Mr. W. J. Ellis, attorneys repre- 
senting the three defendants, were present, 
while Judge Pendleton, of the ciby attorney’s 
office, was on hand. After the cases had been 


called, Judge Anderson turned to the attorneys | 


for the defendants, and asked: 

“Are you ready for trial, gentlemen?’ 

“We are ready,” said Mr. Smith of the de- 
fense, ‘‘with the cases against Mr. Mabra and 
Mr, Griffin, but would like a continuance in 
the brewery case.” 

“Upon what grounds do you ask the contin- 
udnce in that case?” asked Judge Anderson. 

Well, sir,” said Mr, Smith as a faint smile 
spread over his face, ‘‘the city council has 
been petitioned to modifv the law so that this 
charge will not be an offense against the law.” 

“Have you ever knowna case continued, 
Mr. Smitb, so thata law might be tried?” 
asked Judge Anderion, smiliog blandly. 

“Nol don’tthink (lever did,” answered 
Mr. Smith. “But-——” 

“Well then I never continued a case in that 
manner, and will not this one, for it has been 
standing over for some time” said Jadge 
Anderson. 

The case against Mr. J. Mabra was first 
call The case against Mr. Mabra was made 
on July nineteenth last and has been standing 
on the docket ever since because of one con- 


tinuance after another on various pleas. He | 


was charged with keeping for unlawful sale at 
21 and 23 Decatur street in the Kimball House 
spirituous and malt liquors. The case was 
made soon after the saloons closed, and 
everybody in Atlanta is familiar 
with its details. A plea of 
natQguilty was entered and the testimony 
was introduced. It was clearly shown that 
beer had been sold by the quart atthe plate 
specified in the charges, and that it had been 
drank in portions ofthe building under the 
control of the defendant and hisagents. The 
defense attempted to establish a line of testi- 
mony showing that Mr. Mabra fully believed 
that he had a right to sell the beer and allow 
purchasers to drink itinan adjoining room 
up tothe time the case was made, and after 
that he had not violated the law. Heclaimed 
that he held a quart license at 91 Railroad 
street and that they were transferred legally 
from that place to the Kimball house. 

Mr. Pendleton wished to know if Mr. Cooper, 
the county clerk, issued the license. Defense 
showed a paper which stated that he had. The 
question then arose whether or not the county 
commissioners approved the license and 
whether they were issued under their direc- 
tions. 

A receipt was produced showing that Mr. 
Mabry had, on the ist of July, purchased 
license until October the 9th, for which he 
paid $50, and they were soon afterwards trans- 
ferred, but whether legally or not was a ques- 
tion, as the «Ommirsioners had not approved 
them or ordered their issue. 

Mr. Hoke Smith said that the license were 
issued and at the next regular meeting of the 
commissioners the books a duplicate 
were submitted by the county clerk, and the 
meeting took action approving them. Mr, 
Cooper was sent for, and when he arrived he 
was placed on the stand and rendered the fol- 
lowing testimony: 

“I issued the license without instructions 
more than usual. The commissioners knew 
nothing of it until afterwards. My cash books 
show at each meeting who have paid license, 
while the duplicate book shows the streot and 
number and who issued to. The commis- 
sioners saw at the meeting who had gotten 
license, but never took any action more than 
usual,” 

When the testimony was all in the attorney 
postponed argument until the other cases 
could be looked mto. 

The brewery cate was next called. 

Fritz Menkin, an employe of the brewery 
company, figured in the role as defendant. On 
July 15 Menkin was discovered delivering 
beer from a brewery wagon, and a case was 
booked against him, This case, like the one 
against Mabra, has been frequently continued. 
The defense admitted the truth of the charge 
claiming, however, that the beer was delivered 
and being delivered in quarts to families who 
used it. 

The argument in this case was deferred too. 

The case against J. L. Griffin was next 
called. On Saturday night, August 20, Captain 
Manley caused a case to be made 
Griffin, and the testimony was lengthy, 
but showed conelasively that Griffin was 
guilty of the charge. Griffin in his statement 
claimed that not longsince he took out a wine 
license at his old stand and when prohibition 


went into effect he had left over several bar- 4 


rels of wines, jiquors and almost every kind 
of intoxicating and malt drinks. He denied 
having sold any liquer since prohibition, and 
had instructed no one to sell. If any had 
been sold it was bought back. He lost sever- 
al hundred dollars by prohibition,and thought 
he had violated no law. The cases were all 
argued at length by the attorneys and when 
Judge Anderson summed up the matter he 


said: 

“Mr. Mabra can pay $500 and costs. The 
brewrey company can pay the same amount. 
Mr. Griffin can pay $500, and can give a bond 
to the city court in the sum of $500 for mis- 
demeanor.” 

Each of the defendants deposited checks for 
the fines, to be held subject to an appeal. 

The trial of the three cases consumed so 
much time that the case against Hughes, the 
Decatur street butcher, who is charged with 
running a blind tiger, was not cailed, That 
case will be heard today.
